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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: After 
extensive search by the undersigned Examiner, the prior art documents cited on the 
attached form PTO-892 represent the closest known prior art. None of the prior art 
documents disclose or suggest a chamber-type apparatus and method for illuminating a 
product with ultraviolet light while the product is on a conveyor, including multiple 
reflectors and particularly arranged such that one of the portions of ultraviolet light is 
reflected and redirected through the conveyor toward the product which is on the 
conveyor. All of applicant's pending claims (i.e. claims 1-24) are therefore allowable 
over the prior art.
